As you requested. I bsve examined the Bill introduced into the 
House of Representatives on June 29. The Bill appears to be sub- 
stantially the seme as previous drafts submitted to us by the Bureau 
0.1 the Budget, although the material has been extensivelv edited 
There are, however, three points of difference between this and former 


a. In previous drafts the words "temporary storage " 
were to be stricken from Subsection (a) of Section 1 of 
ohe Act. In this draft "temporary storage" will remain 
an allowable expense. 


b. The Act nresert]” deals with an employee's "house- 
hold goods and personal effects." On Page 2 of the present 
craft the Act is stated to apply to "baggage and household 
efteczs ■ of members of the uniformed service, and "furniture 
household, and personal effects" of employees of the foreign' 
service . Although these different items may mean the same 
thing, we may be forced by the fact of their presence 
engage in future exereissfof definition to establish the 
reasons (if any) for the different wording for different 
types of employees. This I would not like. 


e. On Rage r of the draft, on lines 9 and 10. there 
appears a statement concerning the storage of automobiles, 
wlu 7* x tn me lnd1c * te * t?iat they may be stored for only three 
months.
